Murphey, Returns From 



Washington, Aug. 29 —President 
Wilson has warned all Americans to 
leave Mexico at once. At the same 
time the American embassy and all 
consular officers throughout the 
southern republic were instructed 
"to notify all officials, civil and mili- 
tary in Mexico," that they would be 
held strictly responsible for harm or 
injury to Americans or their prop- 
erty. 

In his message, which was in the 
nature of an appeal to the moral 
forces of this and foreign nations, 
the president made it clear that he 
based high hopes upon the effect the 
announcement of this goverment's 
policy will have upon, not only the 
people of this country and the gov 
ernments of other nations, but up 
on the people of Mexico themselves.

converse in these languages, as he 
expects to make the teaching of 
these and of Latin and Greek his 
life work. After a six month's stay 
in Paris, Mr. Murphey landed in 
New York on the 26th and was due 
in Pembroke yesterday. This is the 
first time he has visited his old home 
in several years and he will remain 
but a short time, as he will seek em- 
ployment at once. His friends in 
this ciunty are glad to welcome him 
home and to know that he is making 
good in his chosen profession, a pro- 
fession that has furnished the coun 
try with its two last Presidents.

Will Be Placed In ths Hands of 
t:i« Provincial Mayors. 

Compared with conditions In France. 
th« life of an American mayor la a 
little thort of celestial, for It la on 
the French mayor that the whole elub- 
orate machinery for the mobilization 
of the troops to defend la patrte turns. 
During a period of peace M. la Malre 
finds that bla duties are more or leaa 
a matter of routine, but as soon as 
there are rumors of war In the air 
his responsibilities begin to tighten 
and increase. Even In a time of po- 
litical tenalon. along with the dlplo- 
mata of the day. the mayor la worried, 
for he must warn the parents of the 
reeerrlats to keep their sona on the 
alert, muat find substitutes for the doc- 
tor and chemist who may be turn- 
moned to follow the troopa, provide 
for the lodajng and victualing of pass- 
ing troops, arrest all vagabonds, and 
keep a watchful eye on the water sup- 
ply of the commune. 

Once the order for a funeral mo- 
bilization Is received, no detail, how- 
ever small and seemingly unimport- 
ant, must escape the mayoral eye. The 
mayor must even see to the "war 
trousseaux" of soldiers called to the 
colors. He must advise them "to fur- 
nish themselves with two shirts, a 
pair of panta. and a pair of atrong 
shoes which have already been worn." 
It is even his duty to recommend a 
bath, a shave, and a hair-cut. 

When war has broken out. It Is left 
to his tact to smooth over any difficul- 
ties that may arise between the popu- 
lation of his commune and the troops 
quartered In it. He must appeal to 
the patriotism of the former "to share 
their food with their country's defen- 
ders." Whilst seeing to it that the 
latter do not claim anything more 
than "the customary diet of the coun- 
tryside." in case of war. as one can 
see, the destinies of the country will 
be entrusted not only to the arms of 
her soldiers, but In a hardly less de- 
gree tc the patriotic activities of Mes- 
sieurs her Malres.
